SUPREME COURT 
UPHOLDS N.L.R.B. 


W ashington, Jan. 2 
(AP>,*—The 
Suprem e court upheld broad power* «limiflcanr 
claimed by the National Labor bourd 
today by ruling that a federal court 
p l appeal does not bnve the right 
to pass on toe boards certification 
of a CM O. union as the exclusive col- 
lective bargaining agency for all P a­ 
cific coast longshoremen. 
This opinion, a defeat for the 
Am erican 
Federation 
of 
Labor, 
sustained a decision by the United 
States court oi a p p a ls for the District 
of Columbia Unit it could not review 
the board* action iii lumping all 
west coast longshoremen into one 
voting unit. 
Tile federation had contended that 
the longshorem en of cadi individual 
employer snould be perm itted to de­ 
term ine their collective bargaining 
[representative. 
In two other decisions, the court 
also upheld the contention of the 
labor relations board that it had the 
fpower to direct elections to de- 
| ter in inc collective bargaining rep­ 
resentation without interference by 
the federal circuit, court*.

DIES GROUP TO 
ASK ALIEN LAWS 
BE ENFORCED 


Washington, Jan. 2 (AP). — The 
Dies committee, concluding its sec­ 
ond year of inquiry into un-Ameri­ 
can activities, will call on the gov­ 
ernment Wednesday for stricter en­ 
forcement of allen laws, but again 
will defer making specific legislative 
recom mendations. 
Well-Informed sources said todav 
that the committee's second annual 
report, which must be filed with the 
house by midnight Wednesday when 
the committee expires, would con­ 
tain these two general proposals: 
1. 
An intensified campaign for 
prosecution of every known viola­ 
tor of the immigration, naturaliza­ 
tion. deportation, passport and for­ 
eign agent registration laws 
2 . Renewed publicity for un- 
American activities which are be­ 
yond the scope of existing statutes 
These recommendations are. in 
substance, the high spots of the re­ 
port which six of (lie seven com­ 
mitteemen came to Washington to 
day to approve. 
Persons close t 
Chairman Dies (D-Tex) said thai 
all the members would sign it. 
It was learned that Dies, ill ut 
his Orange, Texas, home, would use 
tile second recommendation as the 
basis for enlisting support for his 
resolution extending tile inquiry for 
at least one more year. 
However, two committeemen have 
said that they would insist that tile 
committee, if continued, revise some 
of its procedure. 
They objected 
particularly to recent announcement 
without formal hearings of an in­ 
vestigators findings that some con­ 
sumers' 
organizations 
had com­ 
munist affiliation. 
And Rep. Dempsey (D-NM> said 
lie would demand that the commit­ 
tee make public the names of am 
communists in the government, “if 
we have any at all.” 
"If those names arc made public 
and the charges can be proved, I 
will call on the heads of the gov­ 
ernment departments involved to 
dismiss the persons,” Dempsey said.

from time to time that it has evi­ 
dence communists “hold key posi­ 
tions” iii the federal government.
